It was hot last October in Santo Domingo and the republic 


seethed with tension and unrest. 
A Gene Barboza got his first taste of action when an enlisted 
%an's club was blown up. He rushed to the scene carrying 
his medical kit. 


"There was a lot of smoke and debris all over the place, 


he recalled, "and a lot of people running out. I ran up and 
got a few of the people out so I lined them up along the 
sidewalk and started treating them." The medic treated 
American soldiers and Dominican citizens. 


On Oct. 16, at 9:45 p.m., Juan Francisco Monte de Oca, 20, 


was shot in front of San Francisco de Asis Hospital. Minutes 
later, he was dead. 
•j The bullet was triggered by Barboza, who had just taken 
Vver guard duty. 


The young soldier was placed in custody, examined by Dr. 


Goddard and interrogated by John Smith, a member of the 
Army's Criminal Investigation Division in Santo Domingo. 


Barboza, without counsel although he asked for it, signed 


a statement admitting he did the shooting because he thought 
the youth was about to plant, or had planted, a bomb near 
the hospital. 


According to testimony given by investigator Smith at 


Barboza's court-martial, Barboza repeatedly asked to see

U.S. Court of Military Appeals, says there are "serious legal 
questions in the testimony that have never been decided by 
the Court of Military Appeals. 


"My contention," he says, "is the Army Criminal Investiga- 


tion Division knew Barboza wanted counsel and then he 
signed a statement that convicted him and he didn't see a 
lawyer for 22 days." 


Furthermore, the attorney says, the Army apparently did 


not think it important enough to investigate the background 
of the dead Dominican nor did it attempt to find out why 
Monte de Oca happened to be in the hospital area. 


The pertinent testimony: 
GALLOGLY: "Did Barboza tell you that this man (Monte 


de Oca) invaded the Command Post?" 


SMITH: "That's what he told me, sir." 
GALLOGLY: "Was that of significance to you?" 
SMITH: "Yes, sir." 
GALLOGLY: "Did you make an effort to determine what 


he was doing there?" 


SMITH: "No, sir; Barboza said there was no one else there 


at the time and he (Monte de Oca) was dead." 


Therefore, the Army did not know and still does not know 


if Monte de Oca had a history of guerrilla activities or was 
an innocent passer-by.

Lt. Col. Jacob Hagopian, executive officer of the defense 


appellate division of the Army's Judge Advocate General 
Office in Washington and Barboza's co-defense counsel, as- 
signed himself to the appeal because "I thought it was a 
•significant' case." 


He added that the defense brief he and Gallogly are pre- 


paring for submission to the Board of Review would refer 
to Escobedo vs. Illinois, the 1964 Supreme Court case which 
held.that persons suspected of criminal acts are automatical- 
ly entitled to counsel during police interrogations. 


Gallogly, in his summation to the court, gave his reasons 


for defending Gene Barboza: 


"I know the Barboza family. I have had training in mili- 


tary justice and I have taught international law and inter- 
national relations and I have had 23 years in the reserve. 


"I have an interest in the military. I have an interest in 


this boy. I have an interest in our country and I have eight 
sons of my own whom I expect will very soon be called upon 
to have the privilege of serving as Barboza is serving now." 


Later, Gallogly added: 
"Radiating from this case is a cardinal military principle 


that any man that you ask to accept the responsibility of be- 
ing a soldier must have commensurate authority to carry out 
that responsibility, that he cannot have the single shadow of 
doubt as to his right to use that authority to carry out that 
responsibility that you give him . . ." 


Henry Adams wrote, "affects eternity; he, 
can never tell where his Influence stops." 


Earle Carlsten was never really aware that 


he had much Influence at all. For 30 years 
he had worked with young men and women, 
first as a YMCA employe, then as a physical', 
education teacher In the Providence schools. 


Summers, Carlsten teaches swimming at 


the Pclham, N. Y., Country Club. He likes 
to work with youngsters and youngsters like 
him. "I don't know why I get a big kick out 
of watching a kid learn how to jump, or 
swim, or run—but I do," he says. 


Carlsten Isn't sure why. he got involved in 


the Gene Barboza case. "I can tell you this," 
he says, "I never thought it would be so 
much work." 


When he first found that his former stu- 


dent had been convicted of murder and 
sentenced to 20 years in prison, he began to 
search for more information.. 


"I went to the Barboza home and found 


Mrs. Barboza, Gene's mother, alone, discour- 
aged, ill, withouiTiunus and afraid to talk to 


anyone," he recalls. 


"After convincing her I was sincere In 


my effort to help, she told me she had lost all 
faith in mankind, had ridden all night to the 
trial, had come home alone and had locked 
herself in her third-floor flat, afraid to 
answer the telephone or doorbell. 


"After several sleepless nights trying to 


decide how to proceed, I decided to organize 
a Providence Teachers Barboza Defense Com- 
mittee. We started to raise money." 
. So far, the Defense Committee has raised 
about $1,200. 


Earle Carlsten didn't stop there. He wrote 


letters to his local newspaper, appeared as a 
guest on three radio programs, and asked 
the local Elks. Masons, American Legion, 
American Civil juifierties Union and Rotary 
for help. 


He wrote letters to President Johnson. 


Rhode T«land Gov. John Chaffee and United 
States Senators John Pastorc and Claiborne 
Pell.

PucaUpa could easily be a cowtown of the old American west.

international flavor. The town has some 40,000 people.

tellectual, shares a blockfront with El Chino (Chinese) rest- 
aurant. A few blocks away is a Hungarian tavern. 


Tourism is still not a big factor in the town's economy, 


although the Peruvian government is constructing a .lavish 
tourist hotel and hopes to attract travelers interested in 
alligator hunts, river cruises, safaris and a taste of untamed 


For the present, however, it takes a toughened adventurer 
to endure PucaUpa for any length of time. During the rainy 
seasoj, the unlit streets turn into mud rivers. Mosquitoes as 
Dig as quarters are attracted to white skins. And a boa 
constrictor or anaconda dropping from a tree can be trouble- 
some, to say the least. 
The town's best hotel, the Mercedes, offers straw mattresses 


and a shower in every room—you have to move the bed to 
use It. It's not the PucalJpa Hilton, but It's $3 a night. 


When the town isn't wet, it's hot and air conditioners are 


stUi of another world. There are no telephones and the only 
contact with real civilization is by radio. 


A local airline connects PucaUpa with Lima daily, except

Cookout Vegetables

Serve with salt, 
ground black pepper and butter or margarine. 


CARROTS: Wrap scrubbed, whole, peeled fresh carrots 


(two to a package) in aluminum foil. Bake over the grill 25 
minutes or until tender when tested with a knife, turning to 
cook uniformly. 


SNAP BEANS: Wash and cut ends off fresh snap beans. 


Place each serving on a square of aluminum foil on which 
place 1 teaspoon butter and a sprinkle of salt. Wrap securely. 
Bake over grill 20 to 25 minutes or until done, turning to 
cook uniformly. 


BAKED BUTTERNUT SQUASH: Select squash weighing 


from M>- to %-pound. Wash and split in half, lengthwise. 
Remove seed. Stick 1 whole clove in each end of each half, 
and sprinkle with a dash each, salt and ground black pepper. 
Put IVfe teaspoons butter and 2 teaspoons brown sugar in 
one-half of each squash. Cover with the other half. Wrap 
each whole squash in aluminum foil, folding and lapping 
edges so that the melted sugar and butter will not leak out. 
Bake over grill 2 hours or until soft to the touch.

Few Arkansans in Million 
Dollar Income Class, Many 
Over $10,000 Year Bracket

WASHINGTON (AP ^Arkan- 


sas doesn't have many taxpay- 
ers in the million-dollar income 
class but it is pretty well re- 
presented among those with an- 
nual incomes of $10,000 
and 


over.

Service has compiled and pub- 
lished statistics. 


In that year, the report shows,

tions, had taxable income of 
$394,469,000 and on this income 
paid taxes totaling $104,185,000. 


For the state as a whole 502,- 


876 individuals filed federal re- 
turns, claimed a total of 1,476,- 
000 exemptions, gross income 
of $2,138,214,000 and taxable in- 
come 
of 
$1,043,727,000 
and 


paid taxes totaling $323,361,000. 


Of the individuals 360,880 re- 


ported incomes of $5,000 or 
under, 110,059 had incomes be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 and 
the 31,394 had incomes over 
$10,000. 


There were 96 Arkansas in- 


dividuals who reported incomes 
for the year of $100,000 or more. 


Arkansas was a little short 


in the 
million-dollar 
income 


category since nationally a total 
of 351 individuals reported in- 
comes over $ million. O h i o 
for instance, had 110, New York 
85 and California 40. 


Arkansas' Congressional de- 


legation strongly supported leg- 
islation—passed by the House 
and Senate in slightly different 
form—aimed at aiding farmers 
unable to plant crops on allot- 
ed acreages because of rains, 
floods and similar disasters. 


Originally the bill was limit- 


ed to cotton farmers since many 
of them were unable to get into 
their fields this spring because 
of continued heavy rains. Since 
they were unable to plant cot- 
ton, they desired the rights to 
plant an alternate crop, chiefly 
soybeans in the case of Arkan- 
sas. 


Under existing law farmers 


participating in the control pro- 
grams for cotton — and other 
controlled crops — who planted 
their crops and then had -hem 
flooded out, are eligible to re- 
ceive the land-diversion and 
price support payments they 
would have received had not 
their crops been destroyed. 


They also could use the land 


to plant alternate crops. 


But the farmer who was un- 


able to plant received no such 
consideration. 


So bills were introduced by 


the Arkansans and others to 
extend the same privileges to 
farmers who were unable to 
plant cotton.
